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WE ARE UNDER WAY — Although the response to our Prospec- 
tus Issue (November, 1962) was not overwhelming, it was decided that 
we should proceed with the issuance of this periodical. We intend to 
give it a full one-year trial, at which time it will either be a success 
or it will fall by the wayside, as have so many other less specialized 
numismatic periodicals. Needless to say, we certainly hope it will be- 
come a success, and it is to this end that we will direct our utmost 
efforts for the next year. Success or not, it will be published for the 
full one-year period. 

For the past four years (the 1962 annual listing is scheduled to 
make its appearance at mid-year) we have published annual listings, 
all of which have been quite well received. However, the work load 
experienced in the process of producing such an annual listing is just 
too much, when most of the work must be done in one short period of 
time. This monthly periodical idea is our first choice as an alternative 
method of presentation. If this trial period indicates this method is 
not feasible, it will then be necessary to try one of the alternatives. 

It is our opinion that when these monthly sheets are used in con- 
junction with a correlative index, to be published at the completion 
of the volume, it will be as useful as a reference as the present annual 
volumes are. We also plan to look into the possibility of having a 
special binder produced to hold the monthly issues. 

As was indicated in the Prospectus Issue, this publication will be 
strictly a reference-type publication, so it will not carry any advertis- 
ing. 

Our aim is to increase our field of coverage, providing informa- 
tion about, and articles on, medals and tokens other than those which 
qualify for our regular listings. Although our emphasis (at least init- 
ially) will be on modern issues, we hope to carry short articles on 
medals and tokens which were issued prior to the modern era (the 
mid-50’s), which have received little or no publicity. 

Along this line; we will welcome photographs of, and articles 
about, such pieces. We are not in a position to provide any reimburse- 
ment for such items, but full credit will be given to anyone good 
enough to provide same. 

1n embarking on the issuance of this publication we entertain no 
illusions about ever making it big commercially. This will probably 
never be possible, due to the restricted field which we will be dealing 
with. The field is large enough, but there are not enough serious col- 
lectors. Our only hope is that enough serious collectors will appreciate 
what we are trying to do, and that we can do enough to warrant their 
ae to make its publication an economically feasible propo- 
sition. 

You will have to bear with us on the plates. We are now taking 
our own photographs. We have done a little experimenting, but it is 
quite apparent that we have not done enough. 

This January issue is being sent to all of those who have purchas- 
ed any of our four previously published annual listings. We hope that 
you will get a better idea of what we are trying to do, after you have 
digested the material contained herein, than was possible by reviewing 
the Prospectus Issue. No future issues will be provided unless a sub- 
scription is received. 

Our plans call for publication on the first Monday of each month. 
Ali subscriptions will be mailed by first-class mail. 

Now that we are publishing on a monthly basis, we need coopera- 

tion from you collectors in the reporting of new issues even more 
than before, if we are to realize one of our primary aims. This would 
be providing serious collectors with information about new issues, 
especially those of which a very small number of copies are struck, 
before they are gobbled up by the speculators. 

The speculators, and the “get rich quick’? medal issuers, are the 
ones who spoil the medal and token field for the “little man.” They 
are the ones who have chased many well meaning and truly interested 
collectors from this field in the past year. Perhaps we will now en- 
counter a general resurgence of interest from the disenchanted ones, 
and we can only hope that the “fast buck boys” will not be carried 
along again. 

In closing these comments we would like to ask you true medal 
and token collectors to give careful consideration to what you see in 
this first issue of our periodical, and if possible, give us a chance to 
prove ourselves to you. If given a chance, we are sure that we can 
provide you with a very worthwhile publication. It will take a while 
to get going, as is the case with almost any endeavor, but if given an 
opportunity to present our case, we can ask no more.

PART 1. This number, the last two digits in the current calendar year, indicates the year during 
which the event being commemorated occurs, this case of course indicating the year 1963. 


PART 2. This letter indicates rather the piece is a medal or token; M, for medal and, T, for token. 
I have classified the pieces under the medal heading if they have no indication of value, 
or were not used as money during the celebration of the event commemorated. It is 
classified as a token if it does have an indication of value, or was used as money during 
the celebration of the event commemorated. 


PART 3. This number indicates the state or province in which the piece was issued, as follows:

PART 4. This number indicates the individual number of the piece. Each piece of a different de- 
sign is given a new number, even if the issuer is the same; also, even when the design 
is the same, only it is struck on a different size planchet, a new number is given. A small 
letter following this number indicates that a piecce of the same design, size, and issuer 
was struck in more than one metal; the letters are also used to indicate pieces with or 
without and with different sizes of keychain holes, loops, etc. If there is a minor varia- 
tion in the placement of inscriptions, or a variation in the spelling of words, a letter is 
also assigned rather than a new number. 


So, the number used in the example above indicates a medal issued in Pennsylvania, in com- 
memoration of a 1963 event. It is the piece which was issued in commemoration of the Centennial 
of the Battle of Gettysburg, distributed by Gettysburg Cast Medals, and cast in sterling silver 
by the same firm. 


As a special help to collectors of material pertaining to the Civil War Centennial, a star, y¢, has 
been placed in front of the number of those pieces issued in connection with the commemoration 
of events occurring during the conflict. In cases where more than one variety was struck of any 
specific piece, the star precedes only the initial listed variety. 


Below the OBVERSE and REVERSE descriptions are listed all of the details about the medal: 


EDGE: The type of edge is indicated here; plain, lettered, numbered, reeded, etc. (When it is 
indicated here that the piece is scalloped, the outside perimeter is made up of a series of 
semicircular curves.) 

METAL: The metal or finish in which the piece was struck. 

DMR: The diameter of the piece in mm’s.

: When this letter follows he number which indicates the diameter of the piece, it 
m-Maximum means that he piece is round, but of an irregular perimeter, and the distance is 
measured between the most distant points.

DSR: The designers name is listed here. When there is a diagonal between two names, the first 
designed the obverse and the second the reverse. When there is an “&’ between the two 
names, the two worked together, and neither did one side in its entirety. 

ISR: This is the name and address of the firm or organization which released the pieces to 
the public and collectors; or in some cases where the organization which undertook the 
issue had someone else distribute it, the name of the first organization is listed. 

PL: The plate number on which the piece is illustrated. All illustrations are approximately ac- 
tual size unless this number is followed by, (enl), in which case the piece as illustrated on 
the plate is twice actual size, unless otherwise indicated. 

Common token reverse styles are no longer being illustrated. Now only those tokens which por- 

tray special devices on the reverse having this side of the piece illlustrated on the plates. 

When a blank space follows any of the above abbreviations, it means that the required infor- 

mation is not available at press time. If possible, this information will be obtained and included in a 
future issue. It will then be a simple matter to write the information in the blank space with a pen.

VANDALIA TOKENS 


I 


Although Penn Township in Cass County, Michigan is a rather sparsely populated area, having 
only one incorporated village, Vandalia, with a population of less than 400, it has its share of histor- 
ical events and personages to recall. In the northwest section is located the birthplace and child- 
hood home of the late Capt. Ivan C. Kincheloe, who was chosen to pilot the experimental plane X-15. 
For many years a forty-acre Elk Park was located on the Bonine farm just west of the Vandalia 
village limits which was known the world over. 

This township was primarily settled by Quakers, to a greater degree than any other area in 
southwestern Michigan. This early settling took place in the 1830’s, following the establishment of 
the first permanent white residence in the county in 1825. Because of these people’s opposition to 
slavery, it was only natural that they would become active in the abolitionist movements. 

Charles Osborn, described by William Lloyd Garrison as ‘‘the Father of all abolitionists,” re- 
sided just west of Vandalia from 1842 to 1847. A brick home about a half mile west of Vandalia, 
which is still standing, was the residence of William (Nigger Bill) Jones, an extremely active 
abolitionist who traveled throughout the south persuading Negroes to escape to Canada. 

About two miles west of Vandalia is the Stephen Bogue homestead which was the junction of 
two “Underground Railways,” the Illinois Line from St. Louis, and the Quaker Line from Cincin- 
nati, this was one of the larger and more important junctions of the Underground Railway Sys- 
tem. Through this station were funneled some 2,000 slaves who escaped to Canada and the north. 

A group referred to as the ‘Kentucky Raiders,” a party of thirteen Southerners, secretly 
entered Cass County in 1847 to recover their runaway slaves. Before they were able to make a 
successful getaway, they were captured by local residents, about one mile south of Vandalia, 
along with the slaves they had seized. 


Being located near the terminus of two branches of the Underground System, it is not sur- 
prising that a number of the slaves elected to settle in Vandalia and the surrounding area. Their 
children having grown up attended school, and lived side by side for many years, the area has ex- 
perienced few of the Negro and white racial difficulties which have presented themselves in other 
communities during the current century. Indeed many of the merchants of the village have been 
Negroes.

With this background in mind, we shall discuss one Mr. William Franklin and a five cent token 
he issued. Mr. Franklin was a merchant in Vandalia for several years between 1915 and 1925. At 
the present time we are unable to pin down the exact years. The token he issued probably represents 
one of the few trade tokens issued by a Negro up to that time. 

At this time Vandalia was quite a thriving village, being a station on the Air Line railroad, 
and as such it boasted a hotel. It is understood that Mr. Franklin resided in the hotel, and that his 
business establishment was located in one of the ground floor stores. 

Mr. Franklin maintained a cigar store and pool room at this location and his wife in addition 
maintained a small lunch counter. In addition he also ran a taxi service to Cassopolis, five miles 
to the west over a dirt road, with a “Model-T” Ford, possibly a 1916 model. It is further possible 
that he may have been situated at a different location during part of the time. 

Sometime in 1925, or perhaps before, Mr. Franklin moved away to Elkhart, Indiana. Years 
later he returned to Cass County, this time settling about four miles southeast of Vandalia in a 
small community called Williamsville.

VANDALIA TOKENS

For many years during the first part of this century another pool room and cigar store was 
maintained in Vandalia by Mr. Harve Rinehart. His place of business was maintained about a half 
block east of the hotel. This building is still standing today, and it is one of the oldest buildings in 
the town. 

Although Mr. Rinehart was in business by himself during most of the time until he closed his 
doors during the mid-30’s, he was evidently associated with a Mr. East for a short time during the 
20’s. Conversations with older residents of the community can not establish this association as a 
definite fact, but a token was produced which bears witness that such an association was a fact for 
at least a short period of time. 





The token is described as follows; obverse, RINEHART & EAST. / (decorative design) / 
VANDALIA, MICH., reverse, % GOOD FOR »% / 5c / CIGAR. The obverse has a beaded border, 
while the border on the reverse is solid. These tokens have a scalloped perimeter which has an out- 
side diameter of 29mm, and they were struck in brass. No other denominations have turned up.

Editor's 
Space 


As most of you probably know by this time, I am now on the ed- 
itorial staff of the ‘““Numismatic News’. I started working at my new 
livelihood on March 11, and thus far I have found it to be a very en- 
levees eeruere I find myself surrounded by a wonderful bunch of 
co-workers. 


It had always been my desire that someday I would be presented 
with an opportunity to work on the staff of a numismatic publication. 
However, I did not expect the opportunity to present itself at the ten- 
der age of twenty-three. 


As I indicated in the last issue, I hope to be able to continue pub- 
lishing this little journal on an uninterrupted basis. At the present 
time no reason is in sight which will prevent compliance with this 
aim. 


Most of you probably noticed that although the date line on the 
last issue (March 4, 1963) was correct, the volume number was not. 
It should have been Vol. VI, No. 3, rather than No. 2. Perhaps we will 
be able to have this number correct this month. 
It always seems that a person overlooks the ob- 
vious when reading a proof. 


I believe we have finally solved our photo- 
graphing problem. The plate in this month’s 
issue should show a marked improvement over 
the cnes presented in the previous three issues. 
Because the illustration of the reverse of the 
Rinehart & East token presented on plate 63-B 
last month did not show up at all, a new cut of 
this side is being presented to the right. 


Well, as most of you must know by this time, our Federal Gov- 
ernment has gone on another campaign against the numismatists of this 
country. They have decided that trade tokens which are redeemable in 
trade at more than one business establishment, and for which change 
in lawful United States money is given, are not legal. According to 
the way the law reads, wooden nickels as well as metal trade tokens, 
if either be of the nature outlined above, are no longer legal. 





It is understood attorneys for the leading manufacturers of these 
numismatic items are pleading their case with the government. How- 
ever, if the ears and minds of the government are as solidly stuffed 
in this case as they have been when the pleas of numismatists have 
been presented in recent years, it will all be to no avail. Perhaps we 
should be philatelists, then the worst they could do would be to 
strike a few hundred thousand copies of each token issued, so the 
speculators in our hobby would have to melt their tokens down and 
sell them for scrap.

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This month we have quite a number of new issues to report, and 
a good share of them are the larger high quality grade of medals. It 
is hoped that next month’s report will be at least as long. 


I would appreciate more help in the reporting of new issues. It 
is certain that there are some 1963 pieces which have been issued, 
but which I am unaware of. If any of you have medals or tokens which 
have not been listed, please forward me a copy of the piece. I will 
photograph and return them, or I would be willing to reimburse you 
for them, if they are duplicates which you care to dispose of. I would 
also appreciate your providing any of the desired information which is 
included with each listing. 


Due to the new policy of the Treasury Department, you will once 
again notice an almost absence of new token issues. Perhaps this re- 
striction will be lifted or eased in due time. However, if past policy 
is to be used as a guide, this will not be the case. 


A number of token issues have been struck and are known to be 
in the hands of the intended issuing agencies. In a large number of 
these cases the agency concerned is attempting to petition the govern- 
ment for approval of distribution. The chances for such an approval 
are practically nil. If a decision would be made to sell these tokens 
as simple souvenirs, and not have them redeemable in trade, there 
should be no objection on the part of the government, but this would 
seem to be the only possibility for distribution at this time. 


As you could see last month, it looks as though we will be having 
a 100% improvement in photographs from here in. However, they will 
probably be slightly larger than actual size. This is a small sacrifice 
for the improvement in reproduction.

The one problem is that even if these items are put on a pro- 


duction basis, their cost will be rather high, due to the fact that 
each medal will just about have to be custom fitted to the holder. 
This results from the fact that nearly every medal is different 


in either diameter or thickness. 


However, it is to be hoped that this display aid can be placed 
on the collector market, as it would certainly add to the attrac- 
tiveness of any display. These items are especially useful when 
used in vertical displays, where a mirror is used to the back. This 
gives the viewer an unobstructed view of both the obverse and 


reverse of a medal, and on an easy eye-level line.

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MEDAL FOR EGG LAYING 


by Robert A. Johnson 


The object of this article is a medal struck for the Mountain Grove, Missouri, State Poultry 
Experiment Station. Little is known about this rather attractive medal at the present time. 


This State Poultry Experiment Station was established in 1911, and it is still in operation, 
having operated continuously since first opened. Located on a forty acre site within the corpor- 
ate limits of Mountain Grove, on highway 60, the poultry station is easily accessible to the public. 


The functions of the station may be defined as testing, demonstration, research, and personal 
service. The services of the station are available to any present or prospective poultry raiser. 


In 1911 the Missouri National (Standard) Egg Laying Test was established at Mountain 
Grove, sharing with the test at Storrs, Conn., the honor of being held continuously since that 
time. Over the years the average participation in this test has been sixty entries, with thirteen 
birds to the entry. During this time many national records of individual birds and entire entries have 
been established at this station. 


Originally the medal we are concerned with here was given out in conjunction with a loving 
cup as an award, depending on the results of the test. However, the medal has not been used dur- 
ing recent years. 

The primary object on the obverse of the medal is a hen framed by a wreath at top center. 
To either side are torches, supporting a ribbon with the legend, STATE POULTRY EXPERI- 
MENT STATION. On a mantle below is MOUNTAIN GROVE / MISSOURI, and a pair of wings. 





On the outer rim of the reverse is the legend, NATIONAL EGG LAYING CONTEST. The 
center is left blank for the entering of proper inscriptions to an award winner. 


This heavy medal is struck of a bronze composition, and oxidized. It has a diameter of 39mm, 
and a thickness of '/ inch. 


/ 


First used in 1911 or 1912, it is thought that only a total of about 100 copies were struck, 
and that the majority of these were properly engraved and used for award purposes. 


The box in which each medal was enclosed sheds some light on who they were produced by. 
According to a printed “calling card” inside the box, they were purchased from Mr. T. H. Purple 
of Constantine, Michigan. According to this calling card Mr. Purple was able to supply prize cups, 
medals, badges, fobs, trophies, and premiums for all occasions. 


It has not been possible to determine rather Mr. Purple actually manufactured the medal, or 
if he was merely a jobber as would be the case today. This latter choice is probably the proper 
one. 

Regardless of the real story behind this medal, two things are certain. It is a rare medal, and 
by its very nature is an important one, due to its national basis. It is probably one of a very few 
medals ever struck solely to honor chickens.

After reading the article, “Medal for Egg 
Laying’ by Robert A. Johnson in the last issue, 
one of our readers has come up with another very 
interesting medal which features a chicken.

This amount was arrived 
at by determining that the supplemental listing, to be issued 
early in 1964, will be equal to at least two regular monthly list- 
ings. This would equal a total of ten monthly listings for the 
year at 55c each, for a total of $5.50. 


At the time this publication was initiated at the first of the 
year, your editor’s position was completely different from that 
in which he finds himself now. It has become increasingly im- 
practical to publish on the monthly frequency, so it was decided 
that the best thing to do would be to suspend publication. 


It is not possible at this time to say what will be done about 
a 1964 listing. I would hope that someone else would be inter- 
ested enough in seeing these listings continued to take over the 
publishing of them beginning in 1964.

This sheet is being issued as an inquiry into the possibility of replacing our annual listing of 
current commemorative medals and tokens with a monthly periodical. 


We feel that in order to continue gathering and publishing information on these new issues a 
change is necessary, and we further feel that changing to a monthly publication is the most desir- 
able course to pursue. The work load in putting out an annual listing each year is too much. Al- 
though the issuance of a monthly publication will increase the overall load somewhat, it will at 
least spread that work out over a twelve-month period. 


It will be our purpose to continue bringing you the same complete and accurate information 
which we have tried to provide in our previous annual listings. 


By publishing information on new issues on a monthly basis, we feel that we can perform 
a valuable service for the serious collector. We know that we obtain information on many new 
medal and token issues several weeks, and in some cases even months, before the majority of col- 
lectors do. With a monthly publication we can place this information in the hands of collectors be- 
fore the small issues are bought up by speculators. 


This periodical would be strictly a reference-type publication, as it will not carry advertising. 
The format will be on 814 by 11-inch pages, which will be punched for easy insertion in a three- 
ring binder. At the end of the year a correlative index will be put together, and this will make it 
a simple matter to refer to the information on any specific medal or token. 


In addition to listing those dated pieces which qualify for our annual listing, we will expand 
our coverage to include information on all new medal releases (the Presidential Arts series, the 
Capitol Medals series, as examples). These would be included primarily when the space became 
available, as would be occasional articles on old medals and tokens. 


Now, here is the only boulder which might possibly impede the change to a monthly publica- 
tion of the type outlined. It is necessary that a subscription price of $6.50 annually be established. 
As we do not anticipate that there are more than about 250 (at the most) serious collectors who 
would be interested in this service, it is not possible to obtain a very attractive per copy price 
from the printers. In addition we plan to mail all issues by first-class mail, which is going up to five 
cents an ounce in January 1963, so the postage will cost at least sixty cents, and probably closer to 
one dollar for the year. 


All subscriptions will be on an annual basis only, beginning with the January issue. 


If you would be interested in receiving a publication as described above, please drop us a post 
card immediately, as we must get to work on the January issue by December 10, at the latest. 
At such a time as we would decide definitely to go ahead with this proposed publication, those who 
have dropped us a line will receive a subscription notice. If you would care to do so, a check covering 
your subscription could be sent immediately, and in the event plans for the publication would be 
dropped, due to the lack of interest, your check would be returned no later than December 15. 


Our plan is to publish the January issue on the first Monday of that month (Jan. 7, 1963), 
with subsequent issues appearing on the first Monday of each month. We are going to be working 
this publication on the basis of a two-week time lapse between the time the material is handed over 
to the printers and when it goes in the mail.
